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John Buckley, Kemp's press secretary, said the gifts were presented to the 
congressman and his wife, Joanne, in Manila while they were on a privatelv 
financed fact-finding tour of Asia. He said it was customary for Marcos to 
bestow expensive gifts on foreign dignitaries and that Kemp "was accorded the 
treatment of someone who could be a presidential candidate in some future year." 

The president and Mrs. Reagan, unsurprisingly, received most of the treasure. 
Their report of 120 gifts and parcels of gifts covered more than seven paqes af- 
fine print in the Federal Register. 

Among top donors: 

Colombian President Belisrio Betancur and his wife: 2,000 long-stemmed, red 
roses, $9,000; a sculptured metal figure of a nude woman with a bow in her hair 
$20,000; at atlas containing reproductions of early Spanish maps, $20,700. * ’ 

King Fahd: An amethyst-studded gold pitcher and tumblers created by Wolfres 
of Brussels, $5,000; a photograph of the monarch, himself, in sterling silver 
frame with gold border by Asprey of London, $6,000; photographs of Arabian 
horses, $13,190; a gold evening back with the initials "NR" lettered in 
diamonds, $20,000; a green silk outfit with gold-thread embroidery, $25,000. 

Israeli Prime Minister Shimon Peres: Set of 10 color serigraphs (silk-screen 
pictures). of the late Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion, $10,000; an antique glass 
necklace made during the Roman occupation of Israel, $5,000. 

General M. Zia-Ul-Haq, president of Pakistan: Leather bound books describing 
Pakistan s history and culture and an atlas of Islam, $8,300. His wife gave the 
Reagans a length of black, gold-embroidered chiffon valued at $9,500. 
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
